Waugh, Evelyn Little, Brown 
-SCOTT KING'S MODERN EUROPE $2.00 


Returning more nearly to the mood of his earlier works, this short novel, of a 
traditional English schoolmaster's exposure to the materialism and totalitarianism of a 
middle-European country, is a skillful satiric exercise and one which-.in its intellectual 
subtlety- is well above The Loved One. Scott-King, for whom the epithet is “dim”, is at- 
tracted by a “blood-brotherhood in dimness" to the study of Bellorius, a Neutralian poet 
of the 17th century. To take part in the centennary celebration of Bellorius' death, 
Scott-King accepts an invitation to Neutralia- a country which “has suffered every con- 
ceivable ill the body politic is heir to". There hoe is lost ina cataract of official 
hospitality, political perversion, personal discomfort, and he escapes from Neutralia 
more firmly convinced than ever in the enduring values of the classical tradition.... 

If, in contrast to The Loved One, the satiric content here is of a more cerebral rather 
than sensational nature, the Waugh name will carry this to a wider market than he reach- 
ed earlier in his career. (Cosmopolitan appearance. )

Wellman, Paul I. Doubleday 
THE CHAIN $3.00 


Third in the panorama of Jericho, Kansas, this time a contemporary novel in 
which the identity of the characters occasionally recalls The Walls of Jericho, but they 
function in new relation not only to each other but to the town. Tucker Wedge has died; 
his widow, Algeria, continues to poison while she charms. Again the battle is one against 
the hurdles which stand between the congregation of St. Albans and that achievement of 
godliness which they assume to be their right, along with control of the town's purse- 
strings and social register. The seven deadly sins, with pride in the lead, challenge 
the new rector, Father Carlisle. And when he chose to live humbly, in the slums where 
the church stands- and to oppose the building of a new church on the heights- and to seek 
to serve those among whom he lived, his vestry resigned not only their responsibilities, 
but withdrew their support. And Mrs. Wedge brought the power of the press into cruel 
attack against the man she had sworn to destroy. But in destruction he won the fight, 
and the book ends on a note of spiritual triumph.... There's more than a suggestion of 
The Bishop's Mantle here, but somehow, for this reader at any rate, the warmth of charac- 
terization that carried such conviction is lacking in The Chain. The characters are sym- 
bols rather than human beings; the situations verge on melodrama; the colors are all 
black and white - even the internal conflicts allow no middle ground. Holding reading, 
despite Wellman's tendency to overwrite, but the end result is cerebral rather than emo- 
tional - and this in a book that demands an emotional response from the reader.... Liter- 
ary Guild for April.

Capote, Truman 
A TREE OF NIGHT and Other Stories $2.75 
Doubtful- yes- for the critical reception accorded Truman Capote last year- and 
the sensational success of his first book will establish acceptance, in many quarters, for 
this, his second. As in Other Voices, Other Rooms, Mr. Capote still concerns himself with 
dark corners and perversions. However, in using the short story rather than the novel 
form to play around these inverted folk, A Tree of Night avoids the rambling vagaries that 
characterized Other Voices. These stories are bold, even crystalline, showing a remark- 
able beauty of language and a variation of setting that eliminates the hot house, over- 
grown plant atmosphere of Capote's novel. There is the story of Miriam, a lonely New 
Yorker in her sixties who finds herself suddenly aware that she is schizophrenic, and 
faced with her image in the shape of a persistent, evil little girl of ten... The title 
story, which takes place on a hot, stale train going to Atlanta, deals with the sophomore 
Kay and her encounters with two passengers, - a drunken fat woman, and a deaf, salacious 
old man, these two representing a kind of tenacious insanity... Master Misery. another 
New York City story, tells of Sylvia who sells her dreams, and in the process, her soul, 
to a gentleman who types them up and files them away.....The already known The Headless 
Hawkgoes into subterranean twisted-mind territory and the strange goings on between a 
homosexual- heterosexual art dealer and his equally homosexual-heterosexual love.....There 
are others, like Shut a Finat oor, in which a man is pursued by his own private demons, 
and like Children on their Birthdays, which presents an overly mature and frustrated 
child - all sensitive and creative, with their own special type of brilliance. Mr. Capote 
sets up struggles between his characters and then places them in environments that waver

Maugham, Robin Harcourt, Brace 
THE SERVANT $1.50 


A short novel which is a highly skilled portrait in parasitism and one which, 
in its economy, its concentration, succeeds as a horror story of considerable brightness 
and sharpness. As told by a friend, this concerns Tony, returned from the wars, and his 
insidious corruption by Barrett, his servant. It is Barrett, with his solicitous vigi- 
lance and provision of creature comfort who leads to Tony's physical and moral ruin, 
separates him from his friends, isolates him in a world of sensual indulgence and deprav- 
ity. Tony, making one effort to regain his integrity, is last seen in a maudlin, macabre 
interchange with Barrett and a young girl off the streets... Not without decadence, but 
also with considerable fascination, this may find a special audience. 


Webster, Elizabeth Charlotte | Harcourt, Brace 
CEREMONY OF INNOCENCE $2.75 


A first novel, which will also be a last, as the author died shortly after re- 
ceiving a South African literary award on its publication. And here, in what is a rather 
unusual book, there is both stylistic merit and spiritual content- an awareness which is 
occasionally, satirically levelled against the worldlier, prideful standards of church 
and clergy. This is the story of Sybil, the novice who comes to join an Anglican convent 
at Geldersburg and who is possessed not only of a deep faith but also of powers to heal 
the sick, to know the future. Confounded by her cure of a woman with St. Vitus, the nuns 
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are further dismayed when Sybil says that she is pregnant. Refusing to disclose the pa- 
ternity of the child for whom she claims exceptional gifts, Sybil leaves after a denuncia- 
tion of the hypocrisy and insincerity of those who condemn her- and at the birth of the 
child, three come to worship... For the market- if not as extensively- of The Song of 
Bernadette,the sensitivity, the clarity of the prose recommend this.

THE PRICE IS RIGHT $3.00 


A story that is both a satire and a symbol of the world of competitive business, 
for in the biography of Henry Cade and his climb upward, the go-getters get a going over 
in sharp, acid terms. Henry, cautious through the terror of financial insecurity, gambies 
all on Wally Pohl, a veteran whose small town column hits A.P. publicity. Wally is under 
contract to Henry and Henry uses him as a lever to bargain for partnership in the syndi- 
cate agency for which he works. In the big time, Henry learns competition is keener, his 
partners as cutthroat as their enemies - and it is Wally's death which is the means of 
freeing him from his bondage. Portraits of the wives and lives of his associates, the 
drives tiat dominate their ambitions, this is a gallery recognizable even in exaggeration, 
and @ corrosive commentary on current times.

Kaufman, Lenard Creative Age 
TENDER MERCY $3.00 


If in a less clouded treatment than The Lower Part of the Sky, this is again an 
exploitation of the brutal, the pathological and the sensual, and tells of the victimiza- 
tion of the Ballards, parents of a hopeless idiot of 20, by the husband of the girl who 
has cared for him. Recognizing that Elizabeth alone can gentle Aaron- who is violent 
when he isn't drooling- Ballard accedes to the blackmail of Elizabeth's husband, Rudy, 
who threatens them with Elizabeth's departure. Elizabeth, although devoted to the Ballards 
and her charge, cannot intervene- so strong are her physical feelings for Rudy. When 
realizing that Rudy intends to take all he has, Ballard finally gets rid of them both, 
end it is his wife who performs the mercy killing of their son... All of this seems pretty | 
quixotic- leaving some question just as to who should have been institutionalized to start 
with.

Baron, Alexander Ives Washburn 
FROM THE CITY, FROM THE PLOUGH $2.75 


Without the epic panorama of Stalingrad or the morbidity of The Naked and the 
Dead, this offers the portrait of a military unit in human terms, as day to day incidents 
reveal the characters assigned to the Normandy Invasion. The Fifth Battalion of the Wes- 
sex Regiment - its men and officers, veterans of the African campaign, professional 
soldiers, raw recruits from the farm country - as it is being groomed, tested and trained, 
in England, for the invasion. Taking their fun, harried by their worries, matching per- 
sonality against personality, the men and their officers mark time against the announce- 
ment of the purpose behind their manoeuvers. Then a Channel Island, where thoughtless 
civilians almost promote a personal war, and D-Day and the beachheads. Next the death- 
bought progress into France adds to the cost of their advance and the jobs they were de- 
manded to do, in spite of fatigue, weakness and diminishing numbers, result in a final 
wiping out of all. An affecting and effective pictures of a military body in all its 
component parts, this, in British terms, is a closeknit, compelling job.

With the coming of John Horne, a shoemaker, the brew of evil 
starts to simmer, and although Remember knowes the bewitching to be unreal, she is power- 
less to stop the mounting hysteria which admits no innocence in the accused. Damned by 
the Circle of girls, who in fits, in visions, hold the limelight at the trials, old and 
young men and women are found guilty of practising black arts and hung. Even Remember, 
through the viciousness of one who loves John Horne, is tried, but John saves her. It is 
not until Remember drives him out that peace returns. An always tempting subject, this 
has a sure knowledge of historical facts and a wise understanding of the atmosphere of

Joe 
Wade, rich and alcoholic, in his rest cures at the hospital, come under the ministrations 
of Jennie Wierski, a statuesque blonde of less statuesque intelligence. Appreciative 
that Jennie cannot be had otherwise, Joe marries her. But finding that his drinking has 
caught up with his heart, Joe despairs of giving Jennie the child she wants, but accom- 
plishes it by the close.

First as the wife of Herbert Calverley and 
mother of three children, Evalina leads a life which is cushioned and insulated with com- 
fort but one which reflects the dull convention of Herbert's world and temperament. 
Secondly, as she marries Paul, who had wanted to write poetry but had become a school- 
master, the threat of failure they face but the compensation of their love for each other. 
Third as the wife of Austen Sandys, a professor of dry scholarship who leaves her to re- 
gret that she had not married Paul, provokes her inclination toward another man. And 
lastly- briefly- had she not married at all.... Feminine fiction, which as it gives play 
to the fanciful, also provides substantial sentimental interest.

Here is her wit, her courage, her power, 


as she wins the King and holds him until she produces no son, as she loses him to Jane .

A big, healthy Irish novel, in a tale of fisher folk whose lives are complicated 
by the chance arrival - half drowned - of the Norwayman. Maire and Mike had come to the 
island of Manister to be alone in their first months of marriage, but their hopes are 
blasted as some come by accident, some by invitation. There's a group of weathered fish- 
ermen, who come for the trawling season, and spend their take ashore. There's the beauti- 
ful, gay, often lascivious Mai Hogan, wished on the young couple by Father John, who By 
thinks she needs a family. Cross currents are set in motion, with Maire disturbed by the 
Norwayman's passion, and Mai intent.on seducing Mike. All is eventually resolved - in 
ultimately uncomplicated manner. There's a feel for place and mood and people that makes 
this not unlike the Ruth Moore (The Weir, etc.) novels in appeal, with- if you like it- 
the added color of the Gaelic tongue.

LITTLE SQUIRE JIM $2.75 vy 


A story of North Carolina mountain folk, with their queer clannish solidity, 
their unpredictable loyalties, their almost morbid distrust of outsiders; and of the Boy- 
dens who came over from Virginia and lived in Little Stepper Valley, a law unto themselves 
- the fact of their violent deaths accepted and boasted by the Cove folk. Little Squire 
Jim was even more alone than his forebears. His aunt Mrs. Gwynn‘ignored him, even when 
he got into trouble and killed a man and went to jail in Tateboro. Into his strange lone- 
ly life two factors had entered- the stallion, with whose life his was strangely linked; 
and Harriet Evans, the red-haired young schoolmistress, whom he worshipped silently, pas- 
sionately. And he was so potent an element in her life that finally it cost her her job - 
and he thought she had failed him. His violence, his passion, turned into other channels-~ 
but he refused to be tethered, until his strength betrayed him, and Beldie lay dead.... 
Little Squire Jim's trial was a test of almost supernatural power to the Cove people who 
loved him. At the end, Harriet might have saved him- but the stallion's death broke his 
tenuous link on venkite, anda he died, as he had lived, alone..... Marshall has flashes of 
brilliance in his writing, in his perception, but the book is difficult, elusive reading. 
In it lies promise of fulfiliment, which later work may achieve.

Carolina hates the drab world of righteousness preached by her frantically re- 
ligious father, finds laughter and friends in the very whorehouses he preaches against.

"Oh for the good old days!" -- Sound familiar? Well, give this to the people 


who think they'd like “the good old days- when- “. In an original, humorous and ironic 
story, Harold Laski's daughter (7?) tells the story of five Singapore castaways, rescued 
later, who return to an England run- not by Labour as they had expected- but by a com- 
mission which is reverting to the dream of what the good old days had been. Social lines 
are sharply drawn:- the A's have their estates restored, their coffers refilled; but they 
are virtually policed by servants in the house, who belong to the C's and keep the A‘s in 
their place...The B's are backbone of the country, but the A's dread demotion, and the 
B's are struggling to be reclassified as A's, fearing that they may be demoted to C's- or 
worse still, to D's. For the D's and E's are the scum, and by bleeding those below the 
salt, the minority at the top are kept in luxury. A cynical picture of dictatorship in 
reverse - and nobody likes it but the few who run the show, and those who wear blinders 
and accept the glitter as goid. Adroit satire- entertaining reading. 


Reid, V.S. Knopf 
NEW DAY $3.00 


A panoramic, panegyric novel of Jamaica, from 1865 to the present, which por- 
trays the pattern of unrest and rebellion against the “buckra” (the British) in a story 
of the four generations of one family. The story, told largely in the singsong dialect 
of the people, is recorded by Johnny Campbell, one of a family of near-whites, and opens 
when as a boy~ during an outbreak of native protest- his father was proscribed and killed, 
his brother- Davie- a trouble-maker, escapes. In later years, Davie, after a life of 
fanatic dedication to his people, dies and his child is left in the care of Johnny. And 
with his great-nephew Garth, Johnny finds that the memory of Davie is brought back again 
as Garth leads his people “to the promised land" and toward self-assertion... By a young 
Jamaican Negro, this is a first novel, indigenous in its expression, sincere in its con- 
viction, but of dubious popular appeal. 


Van Saher, Lilla Dutton 
* MACAMBA $3.00 


A novel of the Dutch West Indies and the curse of a double heritage provides a 
believable picture of modern native and colonial life. Maria, dark of skin, loves white 
Willem Honduras, bears his son, Paul,but is unable to help the boy adjust to his hatred 
of the color line. Paul, desiring power to disprove his skin, studies to become a witch 
doctor but is unable to succeed; he then turns to school, shows his supremacy in his 
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studies and proves himself worthy of a university aboard. Sent to Holland, where, in the 
war just starting, he displays his courage in his work with the Dutch underground and re- 
turns to Curacao a hero. The old festering rage at not being white, at not being recog- 
nized by his father turns him into eo mental case, forces him to deny the girl he loves, 

A priest-psychologist probes to the roots of his psychosis and, in a test of meeting his 
father again, Paul learns he has fully exorcized his demons and is ready for marriage.

More intently romantic than last year's The Rich Woman, this is again a story 
of Victorian England, substantially detailed in its backdrop- the rigidity and prudery of 
those days, the occasional challenge- moral and political- of those who would not conform 
to the conservatism that was England. In the story of two sisters, daughters of a village 
clergyman, it is Janet, the elder, homely, plain, who was always to be passed over in 
favor of Cassie- whose beauty was exceptional. But Cassie, compromising her chances to 
marry well, goes to the continent where she lives as @ courtesan, while Janet, by chance, 
is able to marry attractive, crusading John Hardwick. With love on her side, only com- 
panionship on his, Janet devotes herself to John's career, abnegates herself willingly, 
idolatrously. But John,meeting Cassie, falls in love with her and Janet in her pride 
which will allow no public loss of face, exacts a final, fatal revenge... For women, for 
rent and some sales, this is a holding drama of personal passions.

| unsure elsewhere. Evidently this dependency- together with his recessive characteristics~ 
| appealed to George Sand, as the strong, maternal, domineering companion. Despite the 
| biographer's insistence to the contrary, it would seem that Chopin spent his life dying, 
thin and sickly as a very young man, then tubercular, up to his death at 59. In the second 
part of his book, Mr. Weinstock gives technical resumes of Chopin's compositions...There 
are interesting excerpts from Chopin's correspondence, but the interest is focussed al- 
o most wholly on the musical values- and outside that market, the book would make rather 
tedious reading.

The descriptive blurb on the jacket front is misleading, I think, for while one 
can accept the first sentence, the conclusion drawn in the second is not what I should say 
Vincent Sheean suggests. “Gandhi's life, work and teaching were for the whole world"- yes; 
but - if I read him correctly, he does not then follow through to suggest that the “terri- 
fying weapon of non-violence might be used to free the world”- but rather that the forces 
for good that Gandhi has demonstrated in his own life should be given chance to operate 
in individual lives- and perhaps by so doing, free the world. A book which will surprise 
many of Sheean's readers, for while his scholarship, his earnestness have already been 
evidenced, this metaphysical, philosophical aspect of his inner being is only now fully © 
presented. This book is an extraordinarily penetrating study and analysis of the forces 
that produced Gandhi,- the essence of Hinduism, as religious concepts took on social form, 
the intermeshing of the caste system in all of India's history and economy, the anthro- 
pological and religious base of India's consciousness.

Here is American history as seen through the story of American business, the in- 
dustrial point of view.

From the original colonists and the ingenious Yankees down to the Carnegie-Morgan tycoons, 
America has revealed an incredible capacity for expansion, inventiveness, resourcefulness, 
and big business. There's the small time trade of the colonists, the ship building, fish- 
ing, shoe making.

A short book, compact with meaning which still carries punch even though the 
original half comes under Laski's own stricture,- “the heresies of today are the ortho- 
doxies of tomorrow”. In 1930 the last part of this book was published and hailed as an 
“eloquent plea in broad libertarian vein". Today, with the addition of a 90 page intro- 
duction, and with revision in the body of the text, it might still be so defined, though 
at some points (specifically, perhaps, in regard to socialized medicine) Laski is sur- 
prisingly guarded, almost conservative. His views on the achievements of the Russian Revo- 
lution bear rereading, particularly as he has modified his statements by balanced criti- 
cism of Communism becoming riddled with the disease of bureaucracy- and in the vicious 
circle of the one-party state, government by persuasion has given way to government by 
force. He criticises, too, the worship of Stalin and its concomitants, but urges that 
credit be given the extraordinary achievements. The new Introduction indicates the dan- 
gers still menacing liberty in the modern state. He re-defines its basis, its scope. He 
says that liberty still hinges on the issue of property and illustrates the failure of 
the Labor Government in Palestine as a failure to recognize that foreign policy must re- 
flect domestic policy. He feels that the sole way to avoid disaster and another war is to 
recognize national sovereignty as obsolete, to accept the fact that private ownership of 
means of production must go, that the United Nations must be revised if the essentials of 
national freedom are to be maintained in an international community. One mistake on the 
part of the United States or Russia might precipitate war in a world of mutual recrimina- 
tion with the breakdown of agreement on fundamentals.

GOD*S UNDERGROUND 


ae * This is truly a remarkable book, so startling in its revelations and implica- 
tions that it will surely provoke wide-spread discussion if not controversy. It is the 
story of a Jugoslav Catholic priest and of his underground activities in dictator-domin- 
ated Europe during the latter years of the war. The first part of his experience has to 
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do with anti-Nazi activities in his own country and later as a member of the Parisian 
militia in Slovakia. Father George was ostensibly an officer of the Partisans, but his 
real work was that of a priest secretly bringing religion to soldiers and to civilians. 
later he was closely associated with the Red Army and as a Partisan officer was in and 
out of Russia several times. His disclosures of the very strong anti-communist sentiment 
both in the Red Army and out of it are quite surprising. This underground movement is 
spear-headed by the religious elements among the Russian people, principally Orthodox and 
Roman Catholic, according to Father George. The religious tolerance of the Soviet govern- 
ment professed today he declares to be a matter of expediency only and sooner. or later 
the inherent antagonism of Communism and religion will become manifest again. He feels 
that the anti-communist group in Russia would have made common cause with the German in- 
vaders to overthrow the present regime had not the Nazis embarked upon their program of 
ruthless extermination of the Russians. This brought all Russians together in a common 
defense against the Nazis. He rightly emphasizes the disillusioning effect upon the Rus- 
sian soldier of coming into direct contact with the non-communist countries which they 
had been led to believe were on an inferior level of culture and civilization. This is a 
book in which there is undoubtedly a mixture of truth and propaganda. But it is absorb- 
ingly interesting throughout and all who wish to understand the Russians should read it, 
but with discriminating judgment. (Publ.)

MAN'S RESTLESS SEARCH $3.00 


A year ago Mrs. Morgan wrote a book which attracted considerable attention. It 
was entitled: A Skeptic's Search for God. This book is a revised edition of that volume, 
but not only is the title changed, but the whole point of view of the author shows her 
progression from the position of a skeptic to that of a searcher. Mrs. Morgan, the wife 
of a prominent New York banker, is a distinguished scholar, having earned her Ph.D, in 
the field of philosophy, she now turns her scholarly interest and her ability to write 
to the task of making religious faith acceptable and intelligible to modern man. She 
testifies here to the everlasting impatience of man for more happiness, more knowledge, 
more development. This development, she contends, must be less in the range of the in- 
tellect and more in the power of spirit. Accordingly, she dwells more upon the mystical 
than upon the intellectual or moral approach to God. Those interested in philosophical 
problems as well as religious readers should welcome this book.

* Dr. Stamm, the pastor of the First Congregational Church of Chicago, is one of 
the country’s most popular preachers, whose influence has been greatly extended through 
his use of the radio. The twenty-four messages comprising this group are carefully se- 
lected from his sermons delivered from the pulpit and the broadcasting station. They are 
practical, dealing with the needs of men of today by one who knows them. But they are 
also deeply spiritual attempts to bring to the needs of men the resources of the Gospel.

An 
Anglican and a conformist in theology and churchmanship, Studdert-Kennedy was a flaming 
prophet of social. righteousness, urging with his unusual vigor of expression that Christ- 
ianity must come to grips with the problem of war and with the practical problems in the 
economic and social fields. He had the gift of using the startling word or the humorous 
anecdote to gain attention, but he was never sensational or superficial. He is perhaps 
best remembered for his poems, some of which,- “Indifference” for example,- are included 
in yes 9 eae of religious verse. This is a valuable book for the preacher's libre- . 
ry. Publ. 


Trueblood, Elton Harper 
THE COMMON VENTURES OF LIFE $1.00 


* Elton Trueblood's little books have won for him a wide following among those 
who would have religion occupy a larger and a much more vital place in their lives. This 
new volume should be as meaningful as its predecessors for as wide a reading public. 
Trueblood's thesis is that religion should deal with the whole of life; not with just a 
segment of it. This book is designed to help people within and without the church to 
face some of life's more significant experiences in the light of a vital Christian faith. 
Successive chapters deal with marriage, birth, work and death, and in them the author 
points up the meaning of religion to marriage and the home, to one's vocation and to the 
experience of sorrow and death. These supreme moments of life should be doorways into a 
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greater life and not simply dull and prosey experiences. Here is a book of universal ap- 
peal. The young man worried about his life work, the young woman who is confused about 
love and marriage, parents at sea about how to bring religion back into the home, those 
facing the sunset of life with just a question mark in their minds -- all will derive 
help from it. Professor Trueblood is a Quaker, but this book as his others, should ap- 
peal to all Christian people and to all questing souls outside of the church. (Publ. ) 


Brodrick, James : Longmans Green 
A PROCESSION OF SAINTS | $3.00 


The sketches of the life and work of a number of English and Irish saints which 
comprise this volume will be of more interest to the student of English Catholicism than 
to the general reader. ‘These are brief life stories of thirteen saints some of whom such 
as Anselm, Boniface, Thomas a Becket are well known. The majority however, are little 
known save to the specialized student. Men like Aelred, Colman, Godric, John Fisher, 
and Corby were nevertheless significant figures. Some of them date from the early his- 
tory of England, most however, from the later and stormier period when to be a Catholic 
priest was to court the gallows. Some of these saints died for their faith in the time 


of Henry VIII. (March) 


Dudley, Owen Francis Longmans Green 
YOU AND THOUSANDS LIKE YOU | $2.50 


This is a forthright and direct appeal to non-believers to embrace the Catholic 
faith. It proceeds from the assumption that without 4 renewal of moral and spiritual | 
foundations our civilization is doomed. It then presents the faith of the Roman Catholic 
Church as the only answer to the need of the individual and of the world. In the course 
of his argument, the author deals with the criticisms often made of that Church and its 
faith, and gives a clear unequivocal exposition of what the Church does teach and why. 
This is vigorous, arresting writing which should be effective for its purpose, which is 
to bear witness to the truth of the Catholic faith. (March) 


Comfort, William Wistar Macmillan 
QUAKERS IN THE MODERN WORLD | $2.00 


One of the smallest religious bodies in the United States (115,000 members), 
the Society of Friends, popularly known as the Quakers, exercises an influence all out 
of proportion to its numerical strength. The Friends Service Committee, for example, 
has won an enviable reputation for imaginative and effective service in areas of great 
need here and abroad. Individual Quakers such as Rufus Jones, Douglas Steere and many 
lesser known personalities have attracted a large following by their popular presenta- 
tion of an appealing practical mysticism. This volume tells the story of the Friends. 
It outlines their history, describes their beginning in England under George Fox, the 
persecutions to which they were subjected and their history here. The book outlines the 
guiding principles of the Quakers, the “Inner Light", “The Universality of Grace”, the 
attainability of perfection and their belief in continuous revelation. How these basic 
beliefs account for the Quaker's opposition to war, for their commitment to interracial 
understanding and to aggressive social action is explained. The author states that the 
book is intended for “seekers who have forsaken all visible churches and societies and 
wandered up and down, as sheep without a shepherd, as doves without their mates.” As 
shown in the opening chapters there are many such seekers today and they would be en-

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Davies, D.R. Macmillan 
SECULAR ILLUSION OR CHRISTIAN REALISM? $2.00 


Pungent, vigorous writing characterizes this new book from the pen of the Bri- 
tish divine, D. R. Davies, vicar of Holy Trinity Church, Brighton. He leaves no one in 
any doubt as to his convictions and his belief, and whether the reader agrees or not he 
cannot but respect and admire the forthright exposition of his views. The book is a 
blast at the assumption that human nature is basically good and of itself perfectible which, 
the author contends, lies behind the modern idea of inevitable progress. On the contrary 
Mr. Davies insists. that man is inherently evil, and the doctrine of original sin is a 
cardinal Christian doctrine. Redemption, individual and social, can come only through a 
power above and other then human nature itself. Davies, therefore, ranges himself along- 
side of Niebuhr, Barth and the so-called Neo-Orthodox School. Indeed, he has been one 
of Niebuhr's protagonists and interpreters in England and has recently written a book in 
exposition of his views. This is a book for ministers, theologians and other thoughtful 
Christian leaders. (Publ.) 


Duncan, George S. Macmillan 
JESUS SON OF MAN $3.50 


To the thousands of volumes that have been published dealing with the life and 
teachings of Jesus, Dr. Duncan, principal of St. Mary's College in the University of St. 
Andrew's, Scotland, adds still another. And, like most of its predecessors, this book 
has a definite contribution to make to our understanding of Jesus of Nazareth. The point 
of view of the author is that of one who would reconcile two often conflicting views. 
These are the views of those who have focussed their attention on the human Jesus and 
have endeavored to reconstruct for us an historical personality by the means of scientific 
and critical analysis of our sources of information. On the other hand others have ap- 
proached their study of Jesus in the light of the faith inspired by Him in the church. 

As a result the Jesus of history and the Christ of faith have often appeared to be total- 
ly different concepts. In his endeavor to synthesize these points of view the author has 
been very successful. The arrangement of his material is admirable. It marshals the 
findings of scholars in support of his general theses, but he never loses the reader in 
@ maze of technical detail. This is primarily a volume for ministers and others who wish 
to see what the rival and often conflicting claims of theological scholars involve for 
their conception of the central figure of our Christian faith. (Publ. ) 


Eakin, Mildred & Frank Macmillan 
THE CHURCH SCHOOL TEACHER'S JOB $2.75 


* Mildred Moody Eakin is one of the best known leaders in the field of religious 
education and her husband has the ability to make available to the reading public her 
skills, techniques and broad experiences through his editorial craftsmanship. Together 
they have produced several books of extreme value to those working in this field. This 
volume will be especially useful to the church school teacher who is interested in doing 
an intelligent piece of work in accordance with modern pedagogical principles and tech- 
niques. Mrs. Eakin is, of course, committed to the pupil-centered approach with emphasis 


upon life-situation teaching and projects. She would be the first to admit that this 


kind of teaching requires a higher. degree of intelligence and training than just the 
transmittal of facts. This book should aid church school teachers to approach their task 
intelligently and imaginatively. It is crammed full of illustrative material drawn from 
Mrs. Eakin's own broad experience.

This is a beautifully printed and illustrated anthology of the masterpieces of 
the world's literature dealing with man's hope of immortality with the illustrations con- 
sisting of reproductions of paintings and soulptures of the great masters touching on 
this theme. The literary selections include excerpts from Plato and Virgil, from the Old 
and New Testaments, from Dante, Milton, Bunyan, Keats, and Shelley and some modern poets. 
The 57 illustrations (5 in color) represent the works of Fra Angelico, Titian, Michel- 
angelo, Rubens, Velasquez, Rembrandt, William Blake and others. It would be an appropri- 
ate gift volume for any Christian minister and a pleasing addition to any library.

Meland, Bernard Eugene | Macmillan 
THE REAWAKENING OF CHRISTIAN TRUTH $2.00 


The professor of théology of the Federated Theological Faculty of the University 
of Chicago brings to the reading public the content of lectures delivered at Pomona Col- 
lege, California. Professor Meland detects a real awakening of interest in religious 
truth in intellectual circles. He states that we have been disillusioned in our depend- 
ence upon science and that this is one reason for the interest in such theological trends 
as are represented in the writings of Niebuhr, Wieman and Whitehead. These and other 
theological leaders are dealt with briefly but incisively under the headings “The Nature 
of the Human Problem", “The Meaning of the Christian Faith", and “Understanding our Ex- 
istence.” This is a book which will be of especial interest to theologians, philoso- 
phers and educators.

* This is a particularly timely book, for the American public is increasingly 
aware of the fact that religious liberty is one of our most cherished possessions, to be 
jealously guarded against all encroachments.

Here's a story that should be remembered when Christmas rolls around again, for 
it has the best values of that season in a story of three orphans who went to spend Thanks- 
giving with kind but very poor (and some thought very queer) Miss Allie, spinster, and how 
they managed to stay on for Christmas. Merrily, whose story it is, is about ten. Then. 
there's her older sister, Meady, and their little brother Bucky. They live in the Greene 
County Poor Home (in Illinois), because there isn't room for them at the Orphanage, and 
nobody would want to adopt three children at once. But Miss Allie had a big heart, and 
her romance with Richey Gore, who lived on the river bottom all alone, never seemed to 
come to anything, so she decided she'd have a family for a time anyhow. Before the story 
ends, another lonely person finds that her house is too large anyhow, and there should be 
a couple just like Allie and Richey and children just like these three, and the story ends 
on a “all lived happily ever after" note.

CHILD'S GARDEN OF FLOWERS $1.00 


When @ child is first interested in a garden, then is the time to give that 
child a plot and some seeds and tools and help in starting a garden of her (or his) own. 
In this book, something new has been added to the rather sparse shelf of children's 
gardening books. On the principle that one learns in doing, Robert Masters starts right 
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in with the idea that here are seeds to be planted, some to go in in the Spring, some in 
the Fall, but all can be started indoors in the late winter. And here are the seeds- five 
packets of the very best, and accompanying each packet, fastened to the very page of text, 
is a diagram drawing, so even the seedlings will be recognized, and the information needed 
for planting, cultivating and eventually cutting the flowers. In and out through the text 
the young gardener will learn about where and how to plant, what to do about watering, 
when to think out and perhaps transplant and how to do it. There's information too about 
the tools needed, and about the soil in which the seeds oan be started, and even about 
some of the enemies the little plants will encounter and what to do about them. Candytuft, 
bachelor's buttons, petunias, zinnias, marigolds- a good choice of first seeds, and not 
too much at a time. Few families, in these days of tiny plots of suburban land, oan af- 
ford to give the recommended plot- 10 x 20. But let's hope that this limitation won't 
discourage the use of the book. It is to be tound in heavy board and paper overlay, with 
spiral backbone, so that it can be laid flat and used as a handbook. (Bookstores- use 

some discretion in allowing customer handling, as the inclusion of seed packets may prove 
a temptation. This is a good merchandise item, for bookshop distribution rather than 
library use, though tie up with garden display might well make one copy worth having.
